GETTING RID OF THEM. 


A GUSHING STREAM OF HUMAN BLOOD 


The Fuss Over an Indian Maiden Whose Heart Was 
Oaly Worth « Horse—-A Fond Brace of 
Brothers in Indiana—The Acquit- 
tal of Barrough in Bartow. 


‘Fort Roptxson, Nes., August 2.—The 
particulars of an unfortunate affair caused 
by love, jealousy and revenge, which oc- 
curred at Pine Ridge agency day before yes- 
terday, have just reached this place. It ap- 
pears that two brothers named Billy and 
Johnny Provost, employed at the agency, 
the former as stock superintendent, became 
enamored of a beautiful Indian girl named 
Soettewa (Little Bird), daughter of Eagle 
Wing, a sub-chief in Red Cloud's band of 
Sioux. Before giving his consent, as is the 
custom among Indians, Eagle Wing de- 
mauded a horse as the price of his daugh- 
ter’s hand in marriage. 

Billy Provost, not having a horse to give, 
consulted an Indian, who gave him a horse 
as his own, which in reality belonged to a 
man named Clement Berhard, who, un- 
known to him, was also suing for the affec- 
tions of the dusky maiden, Following the 
Indian's advice, he took the animal and de- 
livered it to Eagle Wing, and was about to 
take his prize when Bernard appeared on 
the scene, claiming his property and putting 
a stop to further ceremonies. Provost, after 
finding out that he had been deceived. and 
being ejected from the lodge of the chief, 
seized with grief and remorse, placed a pis- 
tol to his head and blew his brains out. 
John Provost, the interpreter, on learning 
of his brother's suicide, sought out the In- 
dian who betrayed him and Bernard. bis 
rival, intending to kill them. Finding 
both in the agent’s office, he deliberately 
and without warning opened fire on them, 
killing Bernard. Several Mexicans, country- 
men of the murdered man, surrounded the 
murderer and woul1havelynched him had 
it not been for the prempt action of Dr. Mc- 
Gillicuddy, the Indian agent, who seni him 
undera guard of Indian soldicrs’ to the 


military guard-house at Camp Sheridan, 
where he now awaits the action of the civil 
authorities, 


( INCINNATI, August 2.—The streets of 
lrankfort, Ky., near the spot where Buford 
slew Judge Itlliott, were the scene of an- 
other bloody tragedy last Wednesday. John 
Cole and Burnet Gordon, farmers, neighbors 
and brothers-in-law, living on Flat creek, 
near l'rankfort, came to town in the morn- 
ing, and mecting laterin the day in front of 
llaly’s saloon, began a dispute about a stand- 
ing difficulty between them in regard to 
dealings in stock. Angry words followed, 
when both men suddenly drew pocket- 
knives and rushed at the other, Gordon, 
who was sober and cool, had an advantage 
ver his antagonist, who was intoxicated. 


The duel lasted for some minutes, both men 


hacking away at each other with fearful 
‘ifect. Suddenly Cole staggered inside of 
the saloon, fell upon the floor, and in five 
minutes was aad A blow from Gordon’s 
knife had severed the carotid artery, and he 
bled to death. There were half a dozen 
»ther frightful gashes in his neck and 
breast. Gordon fought with a cheap dou- 
ble-bladed jack-knife, and Cole with a com- 
110n singletbladed barlow knife. The 
blade of Gordon's weapon broke short off 
in the wound which severed the artery. 


Cordon says that, knowing Cole's desperate 
character when in liquor, he knew he had 


to fight for his life, and cut away with all 
his might. Cole killed a man several years 


ayo in the mountains of LBreathitt county.

A few 
days azo George’s wife and he had a meet- 
ing and talked over their differences until 
they came to the conclusion’ to live 
together again. They came to this city yes- 
terday, and the wife withdrew her petition 
for divorce, and the two agreed to live to- 
gether again. She went to her home to 
make preparations for rejoining: her hus- 
band, and he returned to his father’s house. 
This morning at the breakfast table George 
and bis brother Alexander, who were seated 
on opposite sides of the table, were talking 
of the compromise, and of George's receiv- 
ing his wife back. The rest of the family 
were present. In the course of the talk Al- 
exander, who was opposed to the compro- 
mise, denounced George's wife as a prosti- 
tute. This fired George up toa high pitch 
of anger. Hot words followed, until for- 
yetling the presence of father, mother, sis- 
ters and brothers, these two men drew re- 
volvers, and pointing at each other, fired 
across the table simultaneously, before any 
one could interfere. Both shots took eifect. 
George was shot through the head and in- 
stantiy killed.

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LETTER FROM GENERAL TOOMBS. 


The Sistery ef Mis Kailread Fees 


From the State. 
Wasurneton, Ga., July 28,—Eprrors Con- 
stitution: My attention was called just 
before I left Atlanta to an editorial article 
in the Chronicle and Censtitutionalist of 
the 22d inst. asking for information as how 
much money I had received from Governor 
Smith and Governor Colquitt for my pro- 
fessional services in the railroad tax cases of 
the state against the various railroads in 
Georgia. That journal desires that the ac- 
count should be itemized, and ex pressed the 
Opinion that the account would 
furnish “good reading” for the public. 
Forthe sole reason that the article 
is calculated, if not intended, to bene- 
lit the railroad corporations to 
the detriment of the people of Georgia, 
whose i: terests have been in ; art committed 
to nre, I will respond, These cases arose 
underan{act of the legislature passed in Feb- 
ruary, 1874. I was retained by Governor 
Smith as counsel for the state. 
He paid me two thousand 
dollars. in part -pay cf my retainer, 
and subsequently, | think, in 1876, he paid 
me for commissions on the money received 
from the Central railroad what she refused 
to pay, twothousand more, above $20,000 
having been brought into the treasury on 
that case by virtue of decisions made by 
the supreme court of Georgia, 
affirmed by the supreme court of 
the United States, making $4,000 from Gov- 
ernor Smith. Ihave received nothing from 
Governor Colquitt, never having presented 
him with any account. This is the whole 
account itemized, and I hope the ©. and C. 
will find much “good reading” in it. 

The number of ti. fas. contested by the rail- 
roads is between tifty and sixty, and every 
single one tried they have been found de- 
faulters. I think up to this time more 
than one hundred thousand dollars have 
been paid into the state treasury under the 
principles thus far decided by the courts, 
beyond what the railroads’ admitted to be 
due, and contested with the aid of a large 
number of the best lawyers of the state, 
aided by two of the most distinguished 
lawyers out of the state, practicing in the 
supremé court of the United States, and 
there are now several judgments in fa- 
vor of the state for about five hundred thou- 
sand dollars for taxes and penalties in cases 
made by the railroads and decided by the 
courts of the last resort which can be real- 
ized at the pleasure of the state. Besides 
these taxes thus received for the years 1874- 
5-6-7, the property thus subjected by these 
decisions, ail of which was claimed to be 
partially or wholly exempt, by these de- 
cisions is decided to be perpetually liable 
to annual taxation by the legislature of 
Georgia under her own constitution. By 
these decisions, the state can increase her 
revenue more than two hundred thousand 
dollars per annum by simply taxing rail- 
road property at the same rate as she does 
that of paupers who own a soap-gourd or a 
string of red pepper. By this litigation, 
forty millions of privileged property has 
been brought under the law, and subject to 
be taxed the general and equal rates. What 
honest man regrets it? Ido not wish the 
Chronicle and Constitutionalist to under- 
stand that my account for just compensation 
is closed, but he may take consolation from 
the facts that the counsel of the state will 
not have to call on the treasury for their: 
fees. They can be abundantly compen- 
sated by tolling their recoveries extorted by 
law from the grasp of public plunderers.
